A Short Out Across the Continent of 
death America, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.— The

portant Information has been received 
t>y the bureau of American republics 
that a short cut across the continent of 
South America has been discovered by 
the -celebrated explorer Carlos Fry.
